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Chairman 


Now entering his 16th season as Chairman of the San Francisco Giants, 
Bob Lurie remains committed as ever to seeing his team accomplish the ulti- 
mate baseball goal of winning a World Series. That desire was shown once 
again during the past off-season, when he provided the resources neces- 
sary for the team to acquire three top quality free agents in pitchers Dave 
Righetti and Bud Black and outfielder Willie McGee. 

With a pair of division titles and one World Series appearance over the 
last four years, and the third longest streak of consecutive winning seasons 
in baseball (five), Lurie has built his baseball organization to the same suc- 
cessful level that his other business endeavors have enjoyed. On Septem- 
ber 18, 1985, Lurie ushered in the new era of Giants baseball by naming Al 
Rosen as the organization's President and General Manager. Rosen brought 
in field manager Roger Craig and just two short years later the Giants went 
from last place to first place in the National League West and came within 
one game of the World Series. After remaining in contention late into the 
summer of an injury-riddied 1988 campaign, the team rebounded in 1989 
with its second NL West crown in three years and soundly defeat the National 
League East Champion Chicago Cubs four games to one in the League 
Championship Series. 

Never satisfied with second best, Lurie’s efforts with his ballclub point 
towards a return to the World Series and a World Championship trophy. 
When faced with the opportunity to sign Righetti, McGee and Black this past 
off-season, his only concern was if the players could help the team win. 

Lurie assumed a majority interest in the Giants on March 2, 1976 and 
became the sole owner of the club in 1978. A well-respected member of base- 
ball's ownership fraternity, Lurie has served on a number of Major League 
and National League committees during his tenure in the game. Known for 
his ability to build a solid front office and staff, Lurie arrived at the right com- 
bination of leaders on the field and off when he tabbed Al Rosen as his third 
general manager and Roger Craig as his seventh field boss. 

A native San Franciscan, Lurie is a vigorous participant in a variety of civic 
and charitable affairs. In addition to his duties with the Lurie Company and 
his chairmanship of the Giants, he is the President of the Louis R. Lurie Foun- 
dation and serves on several boards of directors. In 1989 he served as the 
chairman for the prestigious Victor Awards. An avid golfer, he regularly com- 
petes in the AT&T Pro-Am and many other tournaments throughout the year. 

Bob and his wife, Connie, make their home in San Francisco. 


President 
and General Manager 


In the five-plus years since Al Rosen was hand-picked by owner Bob Lurie 
to be the club's president and general manager, he has done nothing but 
enhance his reputation as one of the game's top executives, aman who can 
build an organization from the bottom up, and who is not afraid to do any- 
thing necessary to put his team in a position to win. 

In Rosen's tenure the Giants have enjoyed a National League Pennant, 
two division championships, five straight winning seasons, all-time franchise 
home and road attendance records, revival of a farm system geared towards 
the production of solid Major League talent. In addition, the organization has 
developed vastly expanded community services that have brought recog- 
nition throughout the industry, the Bay Area and the nation. 

Never willing to settle for anything but the best, Rosen orchestrated 
a number of player transactions during this past off-season geared towards 
strengthening both the Major League team and the farm system. He signed 
lefthanders Dave Righetti and Bud Black, giving him baseball's all-time 
lefty save leader and one of the game's most consistent starters, inked two- 
time NL batting champion Willie McGee and completed trades with Oak- 
land and Minnesota that yielded highly-regarded prospects Darren Lewis, 
Johnny Ard, Jimmy Williams and Pedro Pena. 

Those moves came as no surprise to Giants followers who saw Rosen suit 
up a franchise record 51 players and direct 95 individual player transactions 
in 1990. Rosen has presided over nearly 400 such moves over the course 
of his administration, 

In 1980 Rosen agreed to long-term deals with the core of the Giants, 
including Will Clark, Kevin Mitchell, Robby Thompson and Scott Garrelts, 
and signed free agent right fielder Kevin Bass to a three-year deal. In 1987, 
his second full year in command, he engineered trades for Kevin Mitchell, 
Don Robinson, Rick Reuschel, Dave Dravecky and Craig Lefferts and was 
recognized as Major League Executive of the Year by the Sporting News, 
United Press International and Baseball America. 

Immediately after being named to his new post on September 18, 1985, 
Rosen began the turnaround of the Giants by choosing Roger Craig as his 
field manager. The succes of Rosen and Craig’s new dynamic approach was 
evident in short order, as the Giants went from losing 100 games in 1985 to 
a National League West title in 1987 to a N.L. Pennant in 1989. 

Recognized for his talent and dedication as a player, Rosen has brought 
those qualities with him to the front office. After spending his entire ten-year 
Major League career in Cleveland (1947-56), Rosen put in 20 years with the 
brokerage firm of Bache and Company. He was Vice President of the firm's 
Cleveland office when he returned to baseball in 1978 as President of the 
Yankees. He also served as President of the Astros from 1980-85. 

Alifetime .285 hitter with 192 home runs and 717 RBIs, Rosen was a four- 
time All Star and unanimous pick as the American League's 1953 Most 
Valuable Player in 1953, he twice led the American League in home runs 
and RBIs. 

Rosen was born February 29, 1924 in Spartanburg, South Carolina and 
raised in Miami. Al and his wife, Rita, make their home in San Francisco, 
They have five children—Robert, Jimmy, Gail, David and Andy. 


Vice President/Assistant General Manager 


Ralph Nelson is in his 16th year with the Giants, 
and his sixth as the top baseball administrative mem- 
ber of Al Rosen's cabinet. 

Nelson is responsible for the Giants player contract 
negotiations, serves as Rosenr’s facilitator for player transactions and acqui- 
sitions, and supervises the operations of all Baseball Operations depart- 
ments, including player development, scouting and travel, along with the 
Major League training and clubhouse staffs. 

Nelson joined the Giants as a publicity intern in 1976. He was named 
Traveling Secretary and Statistician in 1980 and Minor League Administrator 
in 1983. After supervising a complete re-vampment of the Giants farm and 
scouting systems, he was named to his current position by Rasen follow- 
ing the 1985 campaign. 

A native of Harvey, Illinois, Nelson was raised in the Santa Clara Valley. 
He earned his Bachelor's degree in journalism from San Jose State Univer- 
sity in 1976. During the off-season, Nelson officiates college basketball 
games for several conferences, including the Pac-10. Nelson resides in 
Sunnyvale. 


Vice President/Baseball Operations 


A longtime colleague and teammate of Al Rosen, 
Kennedy is one of baseball's senior statesmen, with 
more than four decades of professional experience 
as a player, manager and front office executive. Now 
in his sixth year with the Giants as Rosen's top baseball adviser, Kennedy 
scouts and evaluates top Major League talent and lends his expertise to 
Rosen on decisions affecting trades, player acquisitions and development, 
scouting and administration. 

Prior to coming to the Giants, Kennedy served as Rosen's right-hand man 
for four years in Houston, where he advised Rosen in trade discussions and 
scouted players throughout the major leagues, The General Manager of the 
Chicago Cubs from 1977-81, he has also been an executive with the Seat- 
tle Mariners (1976), St. Louis Cardinals (1969-76) and Cleveland Indians 
(1959-1961). A native of Chicago, Kennedy served as manager of the Cubs 
from 1963 to 1965 and was the first skipper of the Oakland Athletics when 
the franchise moved West in 1968, He compiled an overall managerial record 
of 264-278, with his best mark of 82-80 as manager of the 1963 Cubs. 

Bob enjoyed a successful Major League career with the White Sox, 
Indians (where he was a teammate of Rosen's), Orioles, Tigers and Brook- 
lyn Dodgers finishing with a career batting average of .254 with 63 home 
runs and 514 RBIs. Primarily an outfielder, he also saw considerable action 
at third base and limited play at first, before joining the service as a World 
War II pilot with the Marine Corps (1942-45). 

Kennedy and his wife, Claire, have five children—Terry (the Giants' 
catcher), Colleen, Christine and Kathleen, and 14 grandchildren. The 
Kennedy's reside in Mesa, Arizona. 


Vice President/Scouting 


Bob Fontaine, another of the game's most vener- 
able and best-known figures, celebrates his 50th year 
: ‘ 7) in professional baseball in 1991, dating back to the 

signing of his first contract in the Brooklyn Dodgers’ 
system in 1941. Fontaine is entering his eleventh season with the Giants, his 
fourth in his current role of offering direction and guidance to the Giants vast 
scouting staff. 

After eight years in uniform, Fontaine became one of the legendary Branch 
Rickey's youngest scouts and proteges, before entering the armed forces 
in 1943. Bob was an assistant consultant to the General at Marana Air Force 
Base in Tucson, Arizona, from 1943 until 1946. In 1950, he followed Rickey 
to Pittsburgh, where he spent the next 18 years, before joining the expan- 
sion San Diego Padres in 1969. By 1977, Fontaine had become San Diego's 
General Manager, a post he held until he joined the Giants after the 1980 
season. Fontaine is perhaps best known for spotting such luminary talent 
as Willie Stargell, Dave Winfield and Ozzie Smith and being directly respon- 
sible for the drafting of Will Clark, Matt Williams and Robby Thompson. 

A native of San Jose, Fontaine attended Bellarmine High School prior to 
signing with the Dodgers. He and his wife, Laura, reside in Poway, Califor- 
nia. They have six children —Sandra, Carol, Nancy, Lori, Bobby and Rick, 
and ten grandchildren. 


Director of Scouting 


Dave Nahabedian is in his eighth year with the 
Giants, his second in his current role supervising the 
Giants Major League and worldwide free agent 
scouting efforts. “Naha’ first joined the Giants as an 
administrative assistant in baseball operations in 1982-83, then left to 
become the assistant basketball coach at Chapman College for two years 
before returning as assistant director of minor leagues and scouting in 1986. 
He was the director of Minor League Operations until August, 1990, when 
he moved into his current role. 

Born in Fairfax County, Virginia, Naha was raised in Orange County, 
California, where he graduated from Tustin High School in 1977. Dave 
attended San Francisco State University where he majored in Physical Edu- 
cation, while also serving as an assistant basketball coach for two seasons. 

Naha, 31, is single and resides in Burlingame. 


Director of Minor League Operations 


Tony Siegle, a veteran of 25 years in baseball with 
the Astros, Brewers, Phillies, Padres and Angels was 
named Giants Director of Minor League Operations 
on August 24, 1990. He supervises the administra- 
tion of the n minor league operation and oversees the development of players 
throughout the farm system. 

Following a stint as an officer in the United States Navy, Siegle joined the 
Phillies in 1969 as Director of Stadium Operations, and moved to Milwau- 
kee in 1970 as an Administrative Assistant in the Minor League and Scout- 
ing departments. He was the Brewers’ Farm Director from 1975-79, an 
Assistant to the General Manager in Houston from 1979-82 and an Execu-

tive Assistant in Baseball Operations for the Phillies in 1982-83 before being 
named Philadelphia's Vice President of Baseball Administration in October, 
1983. He was Vice President of Player Personnel for the Padres from May 
through December, 1989, and was working as a Special Assignment Scout 
for the California Angels before joining the Giants. 

Siegle, 51, is a graduate of the University of Miami (FL). He and his wife, 
Cynthia, have four children and reside in Berkeley. 


. Director of Player Development 


Carlos Alfonso enters his fifth year on the Giants’ 
baseball operations staff, and his third as the Direc- 
tor of Player Development. Carlos is chiefly respon- 
sible for the assignment, evaluation and develop- 
ment of players throughout the club's minor league system. Alfonso also 
makes regular visits to the Dominican Republic, where he evaluates potential 
major league talent. 

Alfonso came to the Giants as Director of Minor League Operations from 
the Houston Astros organization, where he served as manager, coach or 
instructor at every level of the minor league system as well as holding several 
other administrative positions. 

A native of Cuba, Alfonso attended the University of South Florida at 
Tampa and became an American citizen in 1970. He was an infielder, catcher 
and pitcher in the Astros’ and Reds’ farm systems for nine years. Carlos and 
his wife, Gail, have four children and reside in Mesa, Arizona. 


Executive Vice President 


Corey Busch is in his thirteenth year with the 
Giants and his ninth as the club's top executive for 
oversight and administration of all non-playing 
departments, including club operations, fiscal affairs, 
government relations, broadcasting and stadium matters. He was formerly 
a press secretary to the late San Francisco Mayor George Moscone and 
served as his aide when Moscone was State Senator. Busch, 41, is active 
in a variety of San Francisco civic and political affairs. 

He is a graduate of the University of California, Los Angeles. Corey and 
his wife, Anne, have two children and make their home in San Francisco. 


Senior Vice President 


Pat Gallagher has been with the Giants since 1976 
and is in his 10th year supervising all of the club's 
sales and marketing affairs, including the Giants 
advertising, promotions, season and group ticket 
sales and retail operations. He is a former executive with Marine World/Africa 
USA and Sea World theme parks. Gallagher is active in Major League Base- 
ball business affairs and serves on the Board of Major League Baseball 
Properties, Pat, along with his wife, Joan, are also very active in a variety 
of local, civic and charitable endeavors. 

A native of Chicago, Pat attended San Diego State University. He and his 
wife, Joan, have two children and reside in Atherton, California. 


Vice President, Stadiums Operations/Security 


Jorge Costa is in his third year with the Giants 
supervising operation and maintenance of Candle- 
stick Park's facilities and stadium security. He over- 
sees all full-time operations staff, as well as 
day-of-game personnel, including security guards, ushering staff, parking 
lot, First Aid, guest relations, ticket takers and groundskeepers. 

He was awarded the prestigious public service award by the National 
Highway Traffic Administration for pioneering leadership and adopting TEAM 
(Techniques for Effective Alcohol Management), and promoting community 
alcohol programs in the San Francisco and public assembly industry. 

He previously served as the Commissioner's West Coast liaison for 
stadium operations and security and was chief of operations at the Oakland 
Coliseum for eight years.

Robert Grayson is in his fourth year with the 
Giants, overseeing all fiscal policies and procedures, 
the accounting staff and retail financial operations. 
He came to the Giants from the CPA firm of Williams, 
Adley and Goenbaniy and previously worked for Arthur Young & Co. 

Grayson, a California CPA, earned his accounting degree from San Franc- 
sico State University and his M.B.A. from Stanford University. Robert and 
his wife, Earline, have two sons, and reside in San Francisco. 


Vice President, Ticket Operations 


Arthur Schulze is the Giants’ front office dean, hav- 
ing served the club for 36 years. He directs all of the

GIANTS CAREER. . . . one of the most popular athletes in local sports his- 
tory, known for his determination, hard-throwing abilitiy and enthusiasm. . . 
owner of a no-hitter, five one-hitters, four two-hitters, seven three-hitters and 
27 four-hitters in his illustrious career. . . he was an MVP, Cy Young Award 
winner and a four-time All-Star with the Oakland Athletics, San Francisco 
Giants and Kansas City Royals . . .

1979 —was the “workhorse” of the Giants staff, lead- 
ing the club in wins (14), innings (237), complete games (10) and strikeouts

front Stadium, then came back six days later to defeat San Diego in the 
Giants home opener April 10. . . in one of his best performances of the year, 
he allowed just four hits while going the distance to beat the Dodgers 4-1, 
August 12 at Candlestick . . . finished the year strong, winning four of his 
last five starts . . .

GIANTS CAREER. .. . Regarded by many baseball experts as the best all- 
around player ever to grace a baseball diamond, this baseball immortal Wil- 
lie Mays was a brilliant fielder, hitter, and base runner. . . 1951—Willie first 
appeared in the big leagues on May 25, when he was brought to New York 
after a .477 season at Minneapolis . . . after going hitless in his first 12 at- 
bats, a discouraged Mays begged manager Leo Durocher to send him back 
to the minors, but Durocher replied, “You're my center fielder if you don't get 
ahit the rest of the season”. . , Mays responded to his manager's confidence 
and blasted his first of 660 career home runs on May 28 off Boston's War- 
ren Spahn. . . he helped the Giants win the pennant with his .274 average, 
20 homers and 68 RBIs in 121 games, and earned the National League 
Rookie of the Year award. . .

RULES OF INTEREST 


PLAYER LIMITS: 40 until Opening Day, when the number must be reduced to 
25 until September 1, when it again becomes 40, 


QUALIFYING MARKS: To qualify for the batting championship a player must 
have a minimum of 502 plate appearances. To qualify for earned run average 
leadership a pitcher must have al least 162 innings pitched. 


DETERMINING SLUGGING PERCENTAGE: Divicle the total bases of all hils by 
the total times at bat (at bats do not include walks, sacrifices, hit by pitches, or times 
awarded first base because of interference or obstruction). 


DETERMINING ON BASE PERCENTAGE: Add the total of hits, walks, and hil by 
pitches and divide by the total of at-bats, walks, hit by pitches, and sacrifice flies. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive-game hitting streak 
shall not be terminated if all the player's plate appearances (one or more) result 
in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt. The 
streak shall terminate if the player has a sacrifice fly and no hit. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME PLAYING STREAK: A conseculive-game playing streak 
shall be extended if the player plays one hall-inning on defense, or if he completes 
atime at bat by reaching base or being put out. A pinch-running appearance only 
shall not extend the streak. If a player is ejected from a game by an umpire before 
he can comply with the requirements of this rule, his streak shall continue. 


TRADES: Trades can be made without restriction from the first day follawing the 
close of the championship season to August 1. From August 1 to the close of the 
season, Major League waivers are required. 


WAIVERS: Waivers must be acquired for an outright assignment of a player toa 
minor league club. Players claimed on waivers are available in reverse order of 
standings, at the time waivers expire, if more than 30 days after the start of the sea- 
son. Otherwise, in reverse order of standings at close of preceding season, 


DETERMINING THE MAGIC NUMBER: Determine the number of games yet to 
be played, add one, then subtract the number of games ahead in the loss column 
of the standings from the closest opponent. 


DETERMINING A “MAJOR LEAGUE YEAR”: 172 days constitute a full year in 
the Major Leagues. 


RELIEF PITCHERS’ SAVE RULE: A pitcher is credited with a Save when he 
meets all three of the following conditions: 1) He is the finishing pitcher ina game 
won by his club, and, 2) he is not the winning pitcher, and, 3) he qualifies under 
one of the following conditions: a) he enters the game with a lead of no more than 
three runs and pitches for at least one inning, or, b) he enters the game with the 
potential tying run either on base, at bat or on deck, or, c) he pitches effectively 
for at least three innings. 


ROOKIE RULE: The Baseball Writers Association of America considers a player 
a rookie unless during the previous season or seasons he has a) exceeded 130 
at-bats or 50 innings pitched in the Major Leagues, or, b) accumulated more than 
45 days on the active roster of a Major League club, excluding military service and 
time on the disabled list, during the 25-man limit, The 25-player limit is in effect from 
Opening Day through August 31. 


DAY GAME/NIGHT GAME; Any game scheduled to start after 5:00 p,m. will be 
considered a night game.

THE RECORD... . . the Giants finished the 1990 campaign with an overall record 
of 85-77, . . the record marked the Giants fifth consecutive winning season, the first 
time SF has done that since 1971. . , only the Blue Jays (since 1983) and Mets (since 
1984) have longer current streaks of consecutive winning seasons, . . 


CHAMPIONS OF THE WEST?.., . . at 53-37, the Giants had the best record within 
the division of any NL West club. . . the Padres were 2nd at 49-41, followed by the 
Dodgers (47-43), Reds (46-44), Astros (43-47) and Braves (32-58). . . 


MANAGER ROGER CRAIG . . . . managed his 676th game for the Giants on April 
20 at San Diego, surpassing Charlie Fox (675 from 1970-74) as the all-time SF leader 
in games managed . , . Roger directed his 800th game as Giants skipper at San 
Diego September 3, and ended the season with 828 games as the Giants field boss 
and an overall mark with San Francisco of 439-389 (.530). . . 


PLAYERS .. . . a franchise record 51 different players saw action for the Giants, 
breaking the old mark of 46 set in 1987. . . the Giants ended up just three players 
short of the NL record 54 used by the 1967 New York Mets. . . 


PITCHERS . . . . the 26 pitchers used by the Giants in 1990 were just one short of the 
Major League record set by the 1915 Philadelphia A's, the 1955 Kansas City A’s and 
the 1967 New York Mets, three teams that finished a combined 167-401 (.294) and 132 
games out of first place. . . the Giants used 14 different starting pitchers, one short 
of last year's franchise record total . - - 


ATTENDANCE. . . , the Giants drew a total of 1,975,671 fans for their 80 home dates 
at Candlestick Park, 2nd only to last year's record 2,059,829 gale. . . SF reached the 
1,000,000 mark on its 42nd home date, earliest in franchise history . . . the Giants 
drew 171,457 for a July 26-30 four-game series against the Reds and 157,656 for a 
August 2-5 four-game set versus the Dodgers, the 2nd and 3rd best totals for four 
game sets at the 'Stick . . . the Giants drew 2,233,522 fans on the road, surpassing 
last year's franchise mark. . . 


DISABLED LIST. . . , the Giants used the disabled list 15 times in 1990, a franchise 
record, and most in the National League. . .

Candlestick Park's video display board made its debut on Opening Day in 1987 
as part of the stadiums $30 million renovation project, 

The centerpiece of the $4.5 million ensemble is the Sony JumborRON, a 
24-by-32-foot video screen, whichis the first of its kind aver installed in an Ameri- 
can baseball stadium. The board is composed of more than 100,000 "Trini-litesy 
each the size of a deck of playing cards. Every Trini-lite has three color-emitting 
sections—red, blue and green—and requires eight watts of power The picture Is 
supplied’ by three cameras, behind home plate and al the end of each dugout, 
as well as video feeds from telecasts within the stadium and satellite coverage of 

other games and events. 

Acomplete state-of-the-art video editing suite, located at the outfield end of the 
VIP Box in left field, is fully equipped to produce highlights, features and special 
effects, 

The Giants also operate JumbolRON and the message board for Fornly-Niners 
football games.

The Giants 1991 Cactus League schedule includes four games with the Cleveland 
Indians, in a continuation of the longest Spring Training rivalry in existence: Since 


1934, the Giants and Indians have played a total of 522 exhibition games, The 


Giants lead the series 272-239, with nine games ending in ties. 


GIANTS TELEVISION-RADIO 


The Giants can be well seen and heard in 1991, with satellite delivery of more 
than 100 telecasts, on KTVU and SportsChannel Bay Area and full cover- 
age of the 162-game regular season schedule on KNBR radio, KLOK Span- 
ish radio and the Giants Radio network. 

This season marks the second year of the Giants affiliation with the cable 
network SportsChannel. Beginning with its presentation of Candlestick's 
Opening Night excitement, SportsChannel will air 55 Giants games in 1991. 
Returning to the cable waves to call the action are Joe Morgan and Duane 
Kuiper. 

Kuiper also joins Ron Fairly and Hank Greenwald on 47 road and 3 home 
telecasts over KTVU Channel 2 and the Giants Television Network, which 
includes stations covering Reno, Sacramento, Salinas-Monterey and Fresno- 
Visalia. This is KTVU's 30th year as the Giants flagship television station and 
both KTVU and SportsChannel telecasts are produced by the San Francisco 
Giants Broadcast Services Department. 

On radio, Hank and Ron team up for all 162 regular season games, as well 
as 13 exhibition contests from Arizona. KNBR-AM (680 AM), the 50,000 watt 
powerhouse, is entering its twelfth year as the flagship of the Giants Radio 
Network, which stretches from Fresno to the Oregon border and from Hon- 
olulu to Reno,

Hank Greenwald returns for the third straight year as the Giants play-by- 
play voice on KNBR and KTVU. Hank was the voice of the Giants from 
1979-86 before departing for a two-year stint with the New York Yankees radio 
team. A 1957 graduate of Syracuse University, Hank has done radio play- 
by-play of University of San Francisco Dons basketball, Syracuse football, 
Hawaii Islanders baseball of the Pacific Coast League and Golden State 
Warrior basketball. Hank has also served as the press box public address 
announcer for the last eight Super Bowls. 

Ron Fairly returns for his fifth year in the Giants radio booth. The former 
first baseman-outfielder also spent the previous eight years calling the action 
for the California Angels radio and cable broadcasts, following his retirement 
from active playing in 1978. Fairly’s Major League career spanned 21 years 
with six teams and he appeared in four World Series and two All-Star games. 

Joe Morgan is back for his sixth year as the play-by-play anchor of the 
Giants cable broadcasts, his seventh as a Major League broadcaster since 
his retirement as an active player in 1984. This is his second year with Sports- 
Channel, having spent the previous four seasons on GiantsVision. Morgan 
began his announcing career with the Cincinnati Reds in 1985, and has also 
announced games for ESPN's College World Series. Joe has worked on 
selected ABC “Monday Night Baseball” telecasts, and drew rave reviews 
nationwide as the color analyst for the 1988 American League Champion- 
ship Series and as a commentator for the 1989 World Series telecasts, both 
on ABC. Morgan is a member of ESPN's primary announcing team in this, 
their second year of baseball. 

Duane Kuiper returns for his fifth season as Morgan's partner in the cable 
booth (first year with SportsChannel), and his fourth year as a member of 
the KTVU broadcast team. The former infielder spent the last four years of 
his career with the Giants, following seven with the Cleveland Indians. After 
retiring in 1985, Kuiper provided commentary on Giants radio and TV broad- 
casts through the end of that season. From 1982-1985, he hosted the “Duane 
Kuiper Showy’ a post-game feature on KNBR radio. 


SPANISH RADIO 


Spanish-speaking Giants fans in the Bay Area can tune in to 1170-AM 
KLOK, who will broadcast all Giants home and road games for the third year 
in a row. 

With an output of 50,000 watts, KLOK is the most powerful Spanish lan- 
guage flagship station in Giants history. With a station in Salinas carrying 
the Spanish broadcasts, Hispanic fans in the Monterey County can follow 
the Giants as well. 

Eduardo Ortega, in his first season of calling Giants Spanish broadcasts, 
is one of the game's best known Spanish language play-by-play voices, while 
former Giants’ second baseman Tito Fuentes teams with Ortega, provid- 
ing color commentary, pre-game and post-game coverage. 


Eduardo Ortega Tito Fuentes 


Ortega joins the Giants family after spending four years calling San Diego 
Padres games on XEXxX. He was also the play-by-play voice of the Tijuana 
Potros of the Mexican Winter League from 1982-86. 

Fuentes is in his eleventh season on the Giants Spanish-language broad- 
cast crew, handling pre-game, post-game and color commentary chores for 
KLOK. A former Major League second baseman who played for the Giants 
from 1965 through 1974, Tito also played with San Diego, Detroit and Oak- 
land. A .268 hitter over his 13-year career, he was voted the second base- 
man on the Dream Team for the Giants’ first 25 years by San Francisco fans 
in 1982.
